.loliii .loiies UiKss, M.D., wiis li.irii at 
tjiiebec, .\iiK'nst l(i, l.s:;2. was eihn-ated 
at the l}iiehe',' Seminary, and was adniit- 
led to the medical iirofes.siun in 
He culcred public life as nieiiiher for 
Chaiiiplaiu in the old Canadian assembly, 
;it the Kciieral elections in ISlil, anil at 
the iiuioii in hSliT w,as rcturiieil for tlie 
same const itiuuicy to both the House of 
(.'iimmiius and the (Jiiebec assembly, but 
was oppoiiileil soon afterward,s to tjui'- 
boc legislative council. Ho retired from 
tlie Coiiimoiis iii 1H7-1, and was appoint- 
ed senator in l.SST. Dr. Koss was a Cmi- 
.-er\-Mtive and a cousi-l en I supporter of 
Sir ,lohn .Macdoiialil ami Sir 
( 'ar:ier in nd'erein-,' to t he cm 
of the priivinees, the aciiuisil 
.\iirl Invest Terriiories, tile const met ion 
of till' C. I'. K. and the .National Policy. 
In provincial politics he ^\■a,s for many 
years a mcnilier of tlu' (.Jucbec cahinei, 
and from l,S,S-I to 1.SS7 was pri'iiiier of 
thai province.

I kirnwii, even uppro.xiniately, for a week, 
but it is believed it will amount in f>W,-

'I'lierc are iiiaiiy minors alloat of loss 
[ of life, but, as every undertaker in the 
I city was huriied ,iiu, it is impossible to 
j obtain an oilh ial report. One story, per- 
sistently reiieraied. is to the effect that 
a iiarty of men ami women driven lo 
the docks by the lire, were compelled to 
jump into the water, and I hat several of 
them weie drowned. 

.^lrs. Ho;;aii, a iicijro woiuaii was burn- 
ed in her house and her charred remains 
Were burii'd this afti'rnooii. 

The burned distrii't is thirteen blocks 
wide and two miles Ion;; and cxtemis 
from the St. ,lohii's rivi'r, where it burn- 
ed ten dii(d;s, to the water's edge, to 
Catherine street. ICast, Orange, on the 
north, and Davis street to the west. 
This immense urea was swept ns clear as 
a lloor, 

Tbe city is under martial law, and all 
of the available state militia is on duty 
in the streets of .liud<sonville. Some 
order is being brought out of the confu- 
sion, .lacksonville is facing the emer- 
gency calmly and has orgauized for re- 
lief. 

Ten thousand people nro homeless and 
many of thcin left on trains for Augus- 
tine and other towns, while iiiinierotis 
river craft tool; many to places on the 
St. .Tobn's river. 

The prompt action of Secretary of War 
Boot in tendering the use of the barracks 
at Fort Barrancas, near St. .Vugustine,

The 
Colorado, which remains fast on Manu- 
ense reef, will, nccording- to her ollicers, 
be a total wre<k. She struck at high 
tide, when there was about V.', Jleet of 
water ou the reel', and a hole was torn iu 
her hull tlirutigh which the water poured 
and the tide now rises and falls in the 
wrecked barge. The cargo of concen- 
trates, which Was valued uC 5;ri,"i,IXM>, was 
to be taken out of the barge as soon as 
Jios.sible. When the tug left the Coh.r- 
ado she was down by the stern and hard 
and fast on the J'cef forward, her back 
beiug broken. Slie was iu tow of the 
tug 'bound down from Juneau when she 
went ashore. Tbe buoys in Wrangel 
narrows were adrift — many complaints 
having been addressed to tho United 
Stales hydrographic olllce iu this regard 
for some time prior to the accident by 
masters of Alaskan liners— anil it is to 
this fad th;u Ihe tug's oihcors largely 
lay the hiaiiie of tin- aechleut.

Titey had been out in the mi'iiii- 
taiiis four days and luul subsisted en- 
tirely 111)011 berries.

The larger of these two engines, 
built by Messrs. Fraser and Olialniers, 
has a capacity of SOU horse power, ami 
is capable of lifting a four-ton skip at 
the rate of L'.tKX) feet per minute. Alom,-- 
side of this is erected another of smaller 
dimensions. The size of the direct en- 
gine itself is about that ot two 40-drill 
compressors. A tire compartment shaft 
is worked by tlieso engines. One of the 
comiiartnients is reserved for the ladder- 
way, and power and water pipes going 
down into the iniuc, two are u.sed with 
the direct hoist for the ore aud the ri- 
inainiiig two are for the descent of the 
men and other details. At eiujh station 
on the big shaft, where sloping is iu pro- 
gress on the level, ore bins have been 
constnicteif for the reception of metal 
coming out of the slopes. The slopes are 
worked from floors. From each of these 
floora an ore (linte is conslnicled so that 
the mucker shovelling the broken rock 
as It is blasted out of the ledL'e sln.vcU 
it straight into the chute where ii runs 
down the main adit of the level. Ilci-e a 
small hand ore car is pushed under the 
lili of the ore chnle ihe g.ite opened and 
the car allowed lo till. 'I'lic ore is tin ii 
pushed nluiig the levid till it vi>aclies I'.f 
shaft, where it is tipped into the .ue bin. 
Tile skin coming down ilii> t-liaii is tillcil 
from this bin and is tli-.m Imisied in the 
surface. Here it a.scends over the lie.id 
frame until a height of liMi rei^i ahov,' 
the floor of the gallows frame is ri'.ieli- 
ed. The skip then tips automatically 
and dischargoa its contents over a gri;;zlv 
with a wide opening lietwi>eii the bars 
or raiLs. All that cannot [ias,s ilirongli 
the grizzly is discharged into a hopjicr 
above an ore cruslu'r wliich ilsidf is a 
piei'e of machinery larger than any other 
of its kind in Canada and weii;lis over 
thirty tons. Tills is driven by a ciuall 
electric motor. Tlie larger pieces of ore 
passing through this are crushed to a 
convenient size and dropped into a Ion 
from which they ai-i' continually fed on 
lo :i sorting belt three feel wide and IlKI 
feet long, conducting the ore lo the 
.sampling mill. 

The ore pas.sing through the grizzly 
encounters directly below a second screen 
of a sniiiller aiierlure. Through thi.s 
passes the very small fragineiits of ore. 
The medium sized ore. not passing 
through a crusher, is discharged in a 
similiir wa.v to that ore which is crushed 
on to another sorting belt of the same 
size as that first mentioned, and running 
purellel to it within a distance of three 
feet. The very small ore is passe.l in I 
like manner mi lo a third sorliiiL' b(dt i 
alongside of the other two, but wliiidi is ; 
only two feel in breadth. These sorting | 
belts are driven by the same «declric mo- 
tor as that governing tlii> ore crusher 
ami travel upwards. Wlienever the pres- 
ence of waste within the ore renders it 
iieces«ar,v a body of sorters ar(> placed 
betweuii the belts and pick off the wiisti- 
in front of them as the flat bolts pass 
them at the rate of fit) feet per minute, 
and throw the same into the chutes at 
their hand, comniunicnting with a waste 
bin whiidi can be drawn off from upon 
the mine road passing directly below 
this part of the machinery. .\t the liigh- 
I'St point of the bidts lhi> ore deposited 
upon them is autom.it ic:illy thrown into 
a saui|iliiig mill, and the belt rcvolvi'S 
bind; to its original point of starlim,'.

I joined the Inniskillings in .lanuary, 
and now have been ndievcd by I/ieut.-

w.is with it ill the relief of I.,ailysiiiitli. 
and got the V. C for carrying a Lieut. 
Ib veiiisli out of fire at Pieter's Hill Last 
.\ eai-. I leveiiish came down to-day, liav- 
1111.' been in hospital at Ladysmith with 
enteric: but, now being couviilescent, 
he is on his way lo Pretoria. 

I dare say yoii are gelling lired of 
readiiie .-iboiit this war, wliiili is drag- 
!.'iii- on and on. Ccii. Itotli.i c-.iiiie into 
.M idillebiirg III mei't Lord Kitchener :i 
fortiiii:lit ago, and they discussed iiiiit- 
ters, but iiegoiiations have fallen 
tlirmiixh. Botha and live Koers rode in 
over the bills this morning. We watidied 
llieiii come ill. .Vii escort of the I'.Uh 
Hussars was waiting to escort lliciii into 
.M iddlebiirL'. jiisl on the sk»-Jiiie about 
four miles olV. Botha and bis stalT 
Were nil photoirraphed, with Lord Kit- 
elo.iH'r and his stalT. by the lo.'al pliotn- 
L-rajihcr at lieiidi|iiiirteis in town. I 
dai'e say you will see il in time. They 
remaiiii'd with Kitidieiier till the aftcr- 
iiooii, and then rode out ai,'ain. They 
"•ere siiiailly dresseil. Botha had 
Staals artillery tunic, and they .all wm-e 
felt hats li.ved up on one side. 

However, the meeting has not brought 
about peace at all events. We shall 
have to keep liaiiimeriiig at them till we 
have hunted them right down. 

There is a very large refugee camp 
here— 'Boers who have brought their 
families in for protection, and others 
that we have brought in ourselves, some 
widl dressed. I noticed a little girl at 
Ihe station with a new bicycle even. 
French has I'olbired a lot of iirisoners 
and cattle down in tin- l^riiielo ilistrict.
